Municipal District 

Voters List 

Prior to the year 1917 the right to 
vote at an election for Councillors 
for a Municipal District was limited 
to the parties who were assessed for 
land. In the year 1917, however, the 
right to vote for Councillors was ex 
tended to include the wives, husbands, 
sons and daughters of the persons 
assessed, provided such wives, hus¬ 
bands, sons and daughters were 
. twenty-one years of age and resident 
within the boundaries of the Munici¬ 
pality. It was felt that the relatives 
of the owners or occupahts of land 
were by their industry assissting both 
di.rectly and indirectly in the pro 
gress ar.d work o' [he Municipality 
that they should have a right to say 
who they wished to carry on the bus¬ 
iness of the Municipality. 

The amendment to the Act, how¬ 
ever which made provisions for these 
parties voting, placed upon the Sec 
retary-Treasurer the burden of find¬ 
ing out who the parties were that 
were entitled to vote because of their 
relation to persons who were assess¬ 
ed, and of entering their names on 
the voters' List. It was found that 
it was impossible for a Secretary- 
Treasurer without a great amount of

Alfalfa Growing 

A small field of alfalfa on every 
farm where live stock is raised win 
furnish high qualify of hay that will 
be found invaluable for stimulating 
the growth of young animals since 
usual proportion of protein, the mus¬ 
cle forming element in the food. As 
pasture for swine it starts early in 
the Spring and continues green well 
into the autumn. 

Where a reasonable quantity is 
sown the plant will continue to bear 
crops for an indefinite number of 
years. Thus while the initial cost of 
seed for hardy strain such as ‘Grimm 1 
will amount to $5.20 per acre this 


cost spread overfive years makes the 
cpst of sed only $ 1.00 per acre per 
year. Once the crop is sown the on¬ 
ly tillage reuired is discing or cultiv¬ 
ating once a year, The other items 
of expense are the rent of land and 
the cost of making the hay. 

On the Scott Station alfalfa sown 
in 1913 on dep ploughed and well, 
worked falow continued to give crops 
varying from one and three-quarters 
to thre and one half tons per acre 
until ploughed up. 

As with al other crops with which 
the farmers are ncrt familiar under 
our climate conditions it is advis¬ 
able to start with a small area and 
increase the acreage as the venture 
proves successful.

In curtailing the cost of feeding 
swine, pasture crops may well be tak i 
en into consideration. In the first, 
place the swine require some kind 
of pasture to reach their best develop¬ 
ment. In the second place the swine 
harvest the crop themselves and thus i 
th cost of this feed is very low when 
compared with high priced grain 

On the Scott Station good results ; 
have been secured from pasturing 
Western Rye grass. Alfalfa and 
Dwarf Essex Rape. The Western Rye 
grass starts early in the spring ond 
furnishes good pasture through May. 
The alfalfa is ready for early June, 
and later, hogs can pasture on the 
rape. The latter crop is one that can 
be sown even as late as the first of 
August and will,, produce a fair crop 
although earlier planting is recom¬ 
mended. 

Land that has been summer-fal¬ 
lowed early in the season can later 
on be sown with rape. This will 
make fall pasture. There is one ob¬ 
jection to this plan and that is that 
the succeeding crop does not usually 
yield as well as where no crop has 
been sown on the fallow. 

If no fence is available rape can be 
cut and fed to the stock. For soiling 
purposes it should be sown early in 
the season. In 1917 a plot of Dwarf 
Essex Rape yielded at the rate of al¬ 
most eight tons per acre of green 
fed. In addition thtere was a second' 


Cultivation Of 

Summer Fallow 

Early ploughing of summer fallow is 
important from the stand point of con 
serving moisture, since this prevents 
the loss of moisture from the weeds 
that grow up on land intended for fal- 
1 low and in addition the rains pene¬ 
trate the soil more readily after 
ploughing. Working the fallow down 
immediately after ploughing is good 
practice providing grass or other 
weedds with growing rootstocks are 
not present. Where all the trash is 
buried bzy the plough the drag har 
row will firm the ground and provide 
a good mulch for conserving mois¬ 
ture The packer will be found use 
ful where the soil Is loose or where 
making theffcoirSfirm to near the sur¬ 
face, the moistture level is raised so 
that the weeds near the surface are 
more likely to germinate. Except 
where the soil is lumpy and hard the 
disc 1 harrow should nott be used since 
soil drifting frequently follows its use. 
On the other hand tne cultivator and 
weederstirs the soil and brings the 
small lumps to the surrace and per¬ 
mits the fine soil to sift down to the 
bottom of the cultivated land. 

There is a new type of -weder known 
as the rod weder which is used on 
some of the large farms in the dry 
farming areas of Alberta. The plan 
of this machine is given in the Ex¬ 
perimental Farms 1 pamphlet No. 28. 
This machine can be made by any 
farmer and i£- inexpensive. The ad 
vantage clainmed for this weeder is 
that it rubs off the weeds below the 
surface of the soil and does not 'work 
the surface of the ground, conse¬ 
quently, the soil can be frequently 
cultivated without danger of drifting. 
Pamphlet No. 28 can be secured from 
any Experimental Station.

That is an amendment 
connection with the Voters' List should 
to Section 88 of the Municipal Dis¬ 
trict Act. which requires a copy of the 
Voters' List to be posted up at some 
central place in each polling division 
in the Municipal District. As the Act 
formerly stood, it only required that 
there should be a copy of the Voters' 
List posted in the Secretary-Treasur¬ 
er s office. This was inconvenient, 
because it frequently meant a special 
trip of quite a few miles, if an elect 
or wished to find out whether or not 
his name was on the Voters' List. 

Unless the business of a Munici¬ 
pality is controlled by an active and 
intelligent public opinion, there can¬ 
not be the results there should be 
from our Municipal Organizations 
With the widening of the franchise 
and the making of additional provision 
whereby parties entitled to vote may 
meke sure that their names are on the 
Voters’ List, there will be an incentive 
to greater interest being taken in Mun-‘ 
cipal ttmaers, as ont of the weak spots 
in rural Municipal Organization in the 
past has been the lack of interest on 
the part of the majority of the elec¬ 
tors as to who should be* elected 
Councillors.
